If  the  whole  ^difference 
between  the  different  sects  con- 
sisted in  bad  feeling  merely,  re- 
conciliation might  and  ought  to 
be  effected  at  once;  bet  since  their 
real  differences  are  differences  o' 
vital  principles,  and  men  feel  that 
loyaltty  to  these  principles  D a 
test  of  their  loyalty  to  Christ, 
anion  Is  Impossible.  “How  can 
two  Walk  together  except  thoy  be 
agreed?”  How  can  they  agree 
while  consclencloualy  opposed  to 
each  other?  .Shall  truth  be  sacrl- 
fletd  for  the  mere  appearance  of 
nnlty?  How  long  would  snch  a 
union  continue?  It  would  end  Id! 
greater  disagreement  and  con- 
fusion. 

There  Is  but  one  way  to  unify 
the  Christian  world,  and  that  way 
Is  not  through  denominational 
conventions.  This  seemingly  cov- 
eted union  must  begin  with  indi- 
viduals. Let  each  man  and  i wo- 
man take  the  Bible — the  standard 
by  which  all  creeds  must  be  tested 
— read  It  honestly  and  prsyerfully, 
ascertain,  through  the  help  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  what, the  truth  Is,  and 
then  follow  the  truth  at  all  hazards. 
The  Holy  Spirit  does  not  lead  one 
man  into  truth  and  another  into 
error.  He  guides  Into  all  truth, 
and  guides  all  Into  truth.  A gen- 

men  from  all  creeds,  to  decide  on  n 
basis  of  onion  for  all,  would  prove 
as  big  a farce  as  the  late  “Parlia- 
ment of  Religions/’  Suppose  such 
a council  should  meet  and  agree  on 
a basis  of  union,  what  authority 
has  such  a council  over  the  con- 
sciences of  men?  The  Bible  alone 
has  the  right  to  bind  the  con- 
science. Who  would  bo  fool 
enough  to  leave  bis  acceptance  as 
rejection  of  doctrine  to  a body  of 
fallible  men,  especially  when  they 
have  the  Bible  Hashing  the  light  ot 
truth  from  every  Dage?  (Juestions 
of  talth  and  practice  are  not  to  be 
decided  in  that  way.  Every  man 
shall  give  an  account  of  himself  to 
God.  Any  course,  therefore,  that 
tends  to  teach  accountability  to 
men,  or  to  be  governed  by  the  de- 
cisions of  men,  which  amounts  to 
the  same.  Is  a deadly  barrier  to 
union.  This  a general  council  of 
men  would  do.  The  individual 
would  no  longer  look  to  the  Bible 
as  a guide,  but  to  the  edicts  of 
ecclesiastical  councils,  the  things 
that  have  divided  and  still  keep 
divided,  the  Christian  world.  I 
repeat,  therefore,  that  when  the 
gospel  of  Individual  responsibility 
to  God  Is  preached  to  all  ‘men  with 
power,  the  disorganized  forces  of 
Christendom  will  begin  moving  in 
a measured  circle  mound  the  Hon  of 
righteousness,  and  our  tetters  of 
denominational  error  will  fall 
from  us  as  did  Peter’s  chains  when 
the  an^el  smote  him  on  tho  side.
